a fence 
post hole soon reveals th a t a foot be­ 
low the surface the soil is perfectly 
dry. 
W inter plowing will help this con­ 
dition by putting the ground in shape 
to absorb more moisture, and at the 
same time facilitate better drainage. 
It is also an insurance against failure 
to get the land in proper condition if 
a dry 
spring 
results. 
Particularly 
should the heavy soils be plowed a< 
quickly as possible in order that they 
will get the benefit of freezing and 
thawing, and the slacking effects 
of 
rain between now and planting time. 
Where 
plowing 
is 
delayed 
until 
spring, and should a dry spring occur 
the ground will be broken in a cloddy 
condition, and possibly have to 
lay 
out because the clods could 
not 
be 
worked down. 
Cloddy 
ground 
also 
not contain moisture to the ex­ 
tent th a t a well 
plowed field 
does. 
Those who have mules and feed for 
them while they are working, could 
not make a better investment 
than 
some winter plowing.
